Another one of Medina County’s 
pioneers has gone to rest, another one 
who helped to make this section what 
it is now, and whose name is identified 
w ith m any o f the 
happenings 
and 
stru ggles in the early days of the 
Quihi settlem ent. 
H enry 
B racks w as born F ebruary 
16, 1838, in H oltw ick, P rovince West 
pbalia of Prussia, G erm a n y . 
At the 
a g e o f seyen years, in 1845, he left the 
old country 
with his 
p are n ts, 
one 
brother 
(the late County 
Judge B. 
B rac k s), and one sister 
(M rs. G er­ 
trude Sauter, of D 'H anis) 
to im m i­ 
grate to Am erica. 
A fter a long and 
eventful voyage they arrived a t Q iihi 
in this county 1846, where he had lived 
ever since as a successful fa rm e r and 
respected citizen, w ith exception 
th». 
last three years, which he spent at 
the hom e of his daughter and hi* son- 
in-law, Mr. ami Mrs. Henry D ec k -r, af 
Vandenburg, w here he died. 
In 1859, at the age of 21 y**ars, he 
married 
Alm a Faseler. 
This union 
w as blessed with three children, Bern- 
hard H ., Albertina and John H. Brucks, 
b u t in 1863 d eath took aw ay his 
be­ 
loved w ife and his son, John. 


For IO years he remained a widower 
and then he married B arb ara Kath- 
erina H artung. 
This happy union was 
blessed w ith four children. W ilhelm ina 
H enrietta, Maria H elena, A ugust Lud­ 
w ig and Em il, but of these children 
on'y W ilhelm ina H enrietta survives her 
father, the three others died in their 
early childhood.

1908 he w as 
widowed 
again 
when death called his wife, 
and he 
follow ed her F riday, April 22, 1921, ac 
the ripe age of 83 years, 2 months and
